At tho time Mr, 
Wells occupied it, it stood on the ground 
now occupied by GOT. Van Zaudt's stables. 
Among his pupils who still survive him were 
Charles E. Hamuiett, Joseph Bradford, 
Charles W. Turner, Capt. Randolph Breese 
and Gov. Van Zandt. The late Mayor Craas- 
tou also pursued hia studies with Mr. Wells. 


When acting Governor Van Zandt repre- 


sented the state at Concord, Mass., at their 
recent centennial ce!ebration,he dined with 
the judges of the Massachusetts supreme 
court among whom was Judge Wells. They 
had a pleasant conversation about old times 
in Newport aud Judge Wells remarked that 
he had not been there since he taught 
school in 1839, which was the hardest work 
he ever did. 


He was a distinguished jurist and an ex- 


cellent man nnd has gone to his rest, fol- 
lowed by tho respect and affection of th« 
wholo commonwealth.

of groat intellectual power, with somo de- 
fects that might have been corrected by 
earlier training, but the elimination of 
which might have impaired tho rugged 
strength as much as it increased the graces 
of his character. 
He has made a place in 


American history. 
His imrno will stimd 


with tho foremost of those who, without 
counting the number or the cost,commenced 
implacable war upon that giant evil of tho 
age, that reproach and hindrance to llopub- 
lican institutions, human slavery. 
Ho lived 


to aae the ilag of his country floating over a 
froe people, enjoying eqtml rights through- 
out all its enlarged boundaries. Tho hones- 
ty of his political views, tho purity of his 
personal character, were never questioned. 
He rendered high services to his country, 
and his country will keep them in long and 
grateful remembrance.

,he occasion, and displayed qualities of 
statesmanship for which ho will ba best ro- 
nembered. In tho stormy contests in tho 
Senate chamber, and in the excitements of 
;ho political arena from which ho could 
lever entirely separate himself, the energy 
and earnestness of his convictions gave him 
a power of eloquence which, without having 
the learning, or tho method, or the stately 
and resounding roll wtiich marked tho 
speeches of Ins illustrious colleague, was 
often quite as effective and convincing. 


There is another side of Mr. Wilson's life 


which is essential to any true estimate of its 
worth. 
Coming to manhood without advan- 


tage of fortune, of friends, or even of a 
name which he was willing to bear, he early 
showed his respect for the religious influ- 
ences of tho community where he lived, and 
made their moral teachings the guide of his 
life. 
In Washington the atmosphere of tho 


Capitol was made better by his personal ef- 
forts and example, and many victims of de- 
stroying habits,in danger of being lost while 
at the very height of their great opportuni- 
ty have been helped or saved by his timely 
and urgent sympathy. But it was not till 
the shadows began to gather about him, and 
one after another of the hopes and stays of 
his life were taken away, that ho gave any 
outward expression of the religious interest 
which engrossed 
KO large a share of his 


thoughts during the later years of his life. 
After tho death of bis only son ho fell more 
and more into this way of thinking, and 
found in ifc a source of unfailing confidence 
when ho well knew that p.aih succeeding 
hour might ho his last.
